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Dr.  J.  W.  Hake 
Gives  Lecture 
t  About  Physics 

English  Class  Heats  Lecture  on  The 
Comparison  of  The  Physics  of  Eight¬ 
eenth  and  Seventeenth  Century. 


Dr.  J.  W.  Ilako,  physics  instructor  of 
the  College,  locturcd  to  the  English 
150  class  Tuesday,  July  23,  on  Physics 
of  the  eighteenth  century.  Dr,  Hake 
roferred  to  tho  eighteenth  century  as  a 
reaction  to  tho  supreme  authority  of 
tho  seventeenth  century. 

According  to  Dr.  Hake  the  impor¬ 
tant  physics  was  adorned  with  such 
names  as  Nowton,  Huggeus,  Euler, 
William  Hcrslicl,  Fahrenheit,  Watt, 
Count  Rumford,  Franklin  and  Volta, 
each  experimenting  in  his  field  of 
physics. 

Although  the  first  experiments  in 
eloctrieity  were  performed  in  this  per¬ 
iod,  tho  principal  phase  of  experimen¬ 
tation  in  physics  was  light  and  heat. 
Newton  and  Huygens  wero  the  advo¬ 
cates  of  tho  two  opposing  theories  of 
light.  Huygens  advocated  tho  wave 
theory  of  light  similar  to  the  wave 
theory  of  sound,  while  Newton  firmly 
clung  to  his  corpuscular  theory.  Dr. 
Hake  stated  that  the  wave  theory  of 
Hugons  is  the  one  most  generally  ac¬ 
cepted  today.  Moreover,  it  is  thought 
that  if  Newton  had  had  his  syesight, 
ho  would  have  seen  tho  refraction  of 
light- and  would  have  given  up  his  cor¬ 
puscular  theory.  ■  Huygens  was  tho 
only  writer  of  the  wave  theory. 

Dr.  Hake  stated  that  another  devel¬ 
opment  of  light  was  in  the  making  of 
lenses.  Since  Newton  concluded,  that 
no  lense  could  bo  free  from  color,  lie 
went  to  mirrors,  rather  than  lenses. 
However,-  Euler  made  a  lens  of  two 
kinds  of  glass  and  it  is  to  him,  we  are 
indebted,  for  the  colorless  lens.  His 
telescope  six  feet  long  was  far  better 
than  Iluygen ’s  which  was  125  feet  long. 

Reflectors  wero  improved  by  1-Iadloy 
and  Hershol,  but  the  largest  “light 
grasper'’  made  was  by  Lord  Rosso  of 
Ireland.  This  reflector  was  extraordi¬ 
nary  for  reflecting  nstronomietl  bodies, 
said  Dr.  Hake. 

Dr.  Hake  statod  that  thermometers 
wore  invented  in  the  eighteenth  cen¬ 
tury.  The  scale  first  determined  by 
the  heat  of  tho  body  and  the  freezing 
of  water  with  ice  and  salt,  and  regis¬ 
tered  by  the  expansion  and  contrac¬ 
tion  of  wine  in  a  tube.  Howevor  the 
successful  thermometers,  tho  ones  used 
today  wore  devised  according  to  Stroo- 
inor  and  Celsius,  the  founders  of  tho 
centigrade  systom,  Rcamur,  and  Fahren¬ 
heit.  “A  profit  is  not  without  honor 
save’  in  his  own  country,”  so  tho  sys¬ 
tematic  French'  accepted  tho  centigrade 
system,  the  intricate  English,  tho  Fah¬ 
renheit  scale. 

The  theories  of  heat  wore  presented 
by  Euler,  who  gave  us  tho  material¬ 
istic  theory  and  George  Stahl,  profes¬ 
sor  of  University  of  Hallo,  who  gave 
us  tho  combustible  theory,  although 
Count  Rumford  made  much  experimen¬ 
tation  in  heat,  said  Dr,  Hake. 

Dr.  Hake  mentioned  a  fow  of  the 
electrical  experiments  of  Benjamin 
Franklin,  Stephen  Gray,  nnd  Musschon- 
brook,  Coulomb,  Galvani,  nnd  Volta, 
and  tho  inventions  of  tho  Loyden  jar, 
Voltaic  coll  and  Voltaic  pile.

The  College  High  School  of  tho 
Northwest  Missouri  State  Teachers  Col¬ 
lege,  which  is'  apporved  by  the  Stato 
Department  of  Education,  and  which  is 
on  the  approrved  list  of  the  Nortli 
Central  Association  of  Colleges  and 
Secondary  Schools,  will  he  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  Herbert  Dictcrich. 

There  is  no  tuition  to  pay;  no  boohs 
to  buy,  when  attending  the  Collego 
High  School.  An  incidental  fee  of 
five  dollars  includes  foes  for  tickets  to 
athletic  events;  for  the  yearbook  “The 
Tower”;  for  the  College  newspaper;

Tlie  first  part  of 
the  evening  was  spent  in  observing  his 
many  Chinese  novelties.  Each  guest 
was  given  a  slip  of  paper  upon  which 
he  was  to  write  tho  names  of  ton  ob¬ 
jects  in  tho  room.

It  was  made  more  intorosting 
when  lie  related  somo  persona!  experi¬ 
ences.  Refreshments  woro  served. 


In  a  continuation  of  ft  previous  dis 
mission  on  “Fine  Art  in  the  Eighteenth 
Century,”  Miss  Olive  DeLuce  gave  a 
detailed  discussion  of  tlie  sculpturing, 
painting,  nnd  designing  of  the  period 
The  lecture,  for  tho  “Great  Writers” 
class  and  many  others  who  were  inter¬ 
ested  in  tho  subject,  was  given  in  the 
art  department  on  fourth  floor,  and 
was  illustrated  throughout  by  means  of 
slides. 

“France  attracted  many  of  the  best 
painters,  artists  and  portrnit  painters” 
said  Miss  DoLucc.  French  themes  wero 
of  all  types:  court  life,  outdoor  scenes, 
landscapes,  classical  themes,  and  scenes 
of  people  from  the  common  walks  of 
life.  “Some  wore  treated  with  deli¬ 
cate  coloring  and  sentiment,”  added 
Miss  DeLuce,  and  gave  the  well-known 
picture  “Innocence,”  as  an  example. 
Much  of  the  scenery  was  of  stage  type, 
and  an  especially  interesting  feature 
was  the  dress  of  tlie  time,  including 
ornato  wigs,  and  costumes. 

In  England  there  arose  a  tendency 
for  moro  originality.  There  was  a  lack 
of  much  good  art,  and  a  profusion  of 
‘ 1  surface  painting.  ’  ’  Gainsborough ’s 
“The  Blue  Boy”  with  tlie  main  sub¬ 
ject  in  blue  wns  shown;  Joshua  Rey¬ 
nolds,  “The  Tlirco  Graces,”  “Tho 
Strawberry  Girl”  and  “Tho  Ago  of 
Innocence”  were  examples  of  the  paint¬ 
er’s -happy  facility  of  handling  the  na¬ 
ture  of  children. 

“Portrait  painting  received  much  at¬ 
tention  during  this  century,  some  art¬ 
ists  choosing  to  paint  men,  some  to 
paint  women,  and  others  Bhowing  a  ten¬ 
dency  to  criticize  through  character 
painting,  “Miss  DeLuce  explained. 

Art  in  Holland,  it  was  pointed  out,\ 
was  a  rather  barren  field.  Fruits  and 
flowers  ' 'provided'  small  themes  for 
work  there. 

Furniture  designs  wore  classical. 
Sculptors  made  several  statues  of  cclc- 
breties,  among  which  wero  one  of  our 
own  Washington,  and  one  bust  of  Vol¬ 
taire.

He  said  that  to  writo  successfully  con¬ 
cerning  sports  ouo  should  know  tho 
sport  or  tho  gamo,  Not  only  should 
tho  writer  know  the  gamo,  but  he 
should  know  personally  thoso  partici¬ 
pating,  “Usually  a  paper  will  soiul  a 
roportor  along  with  tho  team  or  tho 
contestants  on  trips,  and  thus  ho  can 
boeomo  woll  acquainted  witli- them  and 
can  then  giyo  tho  human  interest  touch 
to  his  sports  article,”  said  Mr,  Krauso. 

Ho  allowed  how  tho  sports  writer  is 
allowed  to  .oditoriulize  or  osproes  his 
own  opinions  in  his  writing,  while  tho 
ordinary  ,  gonoral  nows  writer  must 
stick  to  facts  only,

Vesterday,  while  I  was  out  of  the 
office,  someone  called  and  asked  if 
wo  would  he  kind  enough  to  send  you 
information  in  regard  to  tho  alumni 
records  maintained  at  this  office. 
Though  I  am  not  exactly  certain  as  to 
the  sort  of  information  you  wish  or 
what  use  you  wish  to  make  of  it,  I  Bhall 
endeavor  to  give  you  some  idea  of 
what  we  do  here. 

Wo  endeavoT  to  have  complete  ad¬ 
dress  files  for  all  alumni.  These  files 
are  maintained  in  alphabetical  order, 
geographical  order  and  by  classes.  In 
those  files  wo  keep  not  only  business 
addresses  but  home  addresses,  when¬ 
ever  we  can  obtain  both,  also,  in  these 
files  wo  attempt  to  keep  records  of 
ox-students  as  well  as  graduates,  since 
at  Iowa  State  College,  we  consider  ev¬ 
eryone  who  has  over  been  a  bona  fide 
student  an  alumnus  of  the  collogc. 

While  the  three  main  files  mention¬ 
ed  above  are  the  backbone  of  tho  en¬ 
tire  alumni  work,  there  are  many  other 
central  files  which  are  maintained 
such  as:  tho  membership  file  in  the 
alumni  association,  divided, as  to  life 
members  and  annual  members;  the  life 
membership  file  under  Memorial  Union, 
divided  ns  to  paid  in  full  and  those 
still  unpaid;  tho  mailing  list  for  tho 
Alumnus  and  so  on. 

One  rather  important  filo  wo  en¬ 
deavor  to  keep  up  in  this  office  is 
what  we  call  the  personal  filo.  It  is 
a  file  in  which  wo  collect  and  save  all 
material,  newspaper  clippings  nnd  pic¬ 
tures  of  alumni,  this  material  we  filo  by 
name  arranged  alphabetically. 

If  thero  is  moro  information  you  wish 
or  if  tliore  is  moro  detail  on  somo  part 
of  tho  information  which  is  given  that 
yon  would  like,  plcaso  write  mo.  I 
note  that  you  are  not  a  member  of  tho 
alumni  association,  and  theroforo,  do 
not  have  tho  alumni  magazine,  regu¬ 
larly.  I  wonder  if  you  would  not  like 
to  ally  yourself  with  the  association 
nnd  thus  recoivo  tho  Alumnus,  regu¬ 
larly,  every  month.  Tho  annual  ducB 
are  $3.00  and  may  bo  paid  at.  any  time. 

However,  whether  you  arc  a  mombor 
of  tho  alumni  association  or  not,  please 
bear  in  mind  that  you  aro  an  nlumnus 
of  Iowa  Stato  Oollogo  nnd  that  wo  shall 
bo  happy  to  servo  you  in  any  way  pos¬ 
sible  at  any  time.

Easily  Made  Frozen  Desserts 


Frozen  desserts  require  very  little 
work  on  tho,  part  of  the  housewife  who 
is  lucky  enough  to  have  an  automatic 
refrigerator  to  stand  by  her  through 
the  hot  weather.  Most  of  their  prepa¬ 
ration  is  done  for  her  in  tho  dry,  cold 
depths  of  tho  refrigerator  pans,  no 
more  laboring  with  an  ice-cream  freez¬ 
er  Sunday  mornings!  , 

Success  in  making  frozen  desserts  in 
a  gas  or  electric  refrigerator  depends 
not  so  much  on  luck  as  it  does  on  learn¬ 
ing  what  tho  refrigerator  will  do  best 
and  how  long  it  takes  to  do  it.  That 
means  trying  out  tho  recipes  for  frozen 
dishes  which  aro  found  in  tho  news¬ 
papers,  magazines,  and  booklets  pere- 
pared  by  domestic  experts  of  the  re¬ 
frigerator  companies.  It  means,  also, 
cbnsidoring  tho  weather,  when  testing 
results,  and  noting  how  often  and  how 
long  tho  refrigerator-  has  been  opened 
during  the  freezing  process,  and  wheth¬ 


er  or  not  all  liquids  on  the  refrigerator 
shelves*  are  carefully  covered.  Moist 
air  takes  moro  gas  or  electricity  for 
maintaining  n  low  temperature;  it  pays 
til  keep  the  refrigerator  atmosphere 
dry.  A  little  enre  in  such  details  will 
result  in  actual  savings  in  running 
cost  .and  help  make  tho  refrigerator 
pay  for  itself  moro  quickly. 

Here  is  a  fnvorito  frozen  dessert 
which  has  been  cnrefully  tested  with  a 
gas  refrigerator: 

Banana  Apricot  Mousse 
1  cup  banana  pulp  (2  bananas) 

%  cup  apricot  pulp. 

4-%  cup  powdered  sugar. 

3  tablespoons  lemon  juice  (V&  lemon) 
J/t  cup  npricot  juice. 

Salt. 

1  enp  cream. 

Mash  banana  with  fork.  Press  can¬ 
ned  apricots  through  -a  sieve;  add  to 
the  banana  pulp.  Add  lemon  juice, 
apricot  juice,  sugar  and  salt,  anil  beat 
well.  Whip  cream  and  fold  into  tho 
first  mixture!  Put  in  two  refrigerator 
pans  and  freeze  threo  to  four  hours. —

I 
In  her  remarks  Miss,  Lyio  einplia- 
sized  that  ono  of  tho  tht-eo  points  stress¬ 
ed  at  tho  recent  International  Chris] 
tian  Endeavor  Society  convention  at 
Kansas  City  was  bettor  international 
relations  ns  tho  host  gunrnntco  for 
World  Peace. 

Miss  Turner  said,"  Wo  all  want 
pence.  When  wo  aro  told  by  a  calm1 
thinker  like  Lord  Bryco.  ‘Wo  must1 
destroy  war  or  war  will  destroy  us,’ 
and  by  statesmen  such  as  Lloyd  George, 
If  this  war  is  not  the  Inst,  then  tho: 
next  will  leave  tho  world  in  ashes,’;, 
and  further  that  in  tlio  opinion  of  these 
and  many  other  serious  and  solid  think-, 
ers  our  civilization  ennnot  stand  tho 
shock  of  another  war,  that  all  that  has 
been  built  up  in  industry,  science,  art, 
culture,  through  nil  these  generations 
will  be  offered  as  a  burnt  sacrifice 
on  the  altar  of  Mars  aud  we  shall  re¬ 
vert  to  tho  jungle — of  course  we  want 
peace.  ’  ’ 

When  wo  realize  that  another  Avar 
AA-ill  be  of  unbelievable  deadliness,’’ 
Miss  Turner  continued,  “that  poison¬ 
ous  gases  AA-ill  bo  thrown  from  tho  air 
on  defenseless  cities,  that  front-lino 
trenches  Avill  bo  ovcryAvhere,  that  there 
Avill .  bo  no  noncombatants,  but  that 
women  and  children  as  aa-oII  as  men 
AA-ill  be  exposed  to  all  its  horrors — of 
course  avo  want  peace.’’  ‘ 

A  speaker  said  recently  that  tho 
monument  to  the  Unknown  Soldier 
Avns  a  monument  to  defeated  men,  not 
moaning,  of  courso,  that  tlioy  Avero  de¬ 
feated  on  tho  field  of  battle,  but  refer¬ 
ring  to  tho  ultima  to  tiling  for  which 
they  fought — to  end  militarism  and  to 
cud  war.  HaA'c  those  ends  really  boon 
achioved?  That  these,  objectives  havo 
not  been  achieved  is  no  fault  of  those 
avIio  fought,  but  ours  far  aa-o  have  failed 
to  keep  faith.  Had  avo  put  ono-tenth 
tho  effort  and  sacrifice  into  securing]] 
tho  pence  that  they  did  in  winning  tho 
war,  tlio  result  AA-ould  not  iioav  bo  in 
doubt.  IIoav  can  people  be  so  blind  as 
to  think  they  are  honoring  these  boys 
by  perpetuating  tho  system  they  gave 
their  all  to  destroy?’’ 

In  hor  talk  Miss  Shorman  said,, ‘.‘Pro 
pare  for  Peace!  Hoav  obviously 'com 
mon  Bonso  is  -that  statement,  and  yot 
Iioav  at  variance  Avitli  what  avo  have 
boon  taught  and  endeavored  to  boliovo 
through  ail  these  ages.  In  an  ordered 
world  one  gets  AA-iiat  ho  prepares  for. 
Olio  docs  not  prepare  for  ono  thing  in 
order  to  got  another.  Tho  lesson  of 
history  is  suroly  plain  that  preparation 
for  Avar  brings  Avar  sooner  or  later.’’ 

Miss  Sherman  continued,  “Prosidont 
Coolidge  said  ,‘In  spito  of  all  argu¬ 
ments  in  favor  of  groat  military  forces, 
no  nation  OA-er  had  an  -army  largo 
enough  to  guarantee  it  against  attack  I1 
in  time  of  peace  or]  to  assuro  its  vie-;

Moreover,  largo  armaments  are 
Inevitably  provocative,  productive  of 
fear,  suspicion,  and  misunderstanding, 
and  tend  to  rosult  in  rivalry  and  arma-  * 1 
mont  competition,  that  iiab  only  ono 
possiblo  ultimato  rosult,  namely  Avar, 
besides  constituting  a  burden  on  men’s 
shouklor  grovious  to -bo  borne.’’ 

“Just  at  prosont, ’’  Miss  Shorman 
declared,  “tlio  Avorld  is  spoiuling  $3, 
500,000,000  a  year  on  armaments,  Avliich 
is  equal  to  $2  a  lioad  or  $10  a  family 
for  tho  Avliolo  human  raco.  Horo  in  the 
United  States  Socrotary  Mellon  informs 
us  that  82  por  cent  of  all  our  national 
taxes  aro  duo  to  Avar,  Suroly  thoro 
should  bo  intelligence  onough  today 
not  to  sponk  of  morality — to  find  some 
way  of  relieving  mankind  of  this  tor 
rifio  burdon  and  turning  into  construe 
tivo  and  productive  chanuols  a  largo 
part  of  this  hugo  sum.  If  avo  Avould|t 
prepare  for  poaco;  thon  avo  must  all 
cut  down  our  armaments  as  Prosidont 
Hoover  ndvoentos.  ’’ 

Miss  O’Brien  said,  “A  patriotism 
that  scorns  othor  races,  looks  condos-  r 
condingly  on  othor  nations,  is  touchy  c 
about  its  OAA-ii  rights  and  pratos  about  a 
‘absolute  sovereignty, ’  is  the  groatost  t 
single  danger  to  tho  poaco  of  the  world 
today.  Not  that  avo  Avould,  if  avo  could, 
abolish  patriotism,  but  avo  would  refine 
and  perfect ...  it.  Wo  Avould  direct  it 
toAvard  more  Avorthy  ends.  What  makes 
a  country  great  is  not  its  material 
richos,  physical  poAver,  or  military 
prowess,  but  rather  its  contribution  to 
science,  prt  and  culture,  Instead  of 
the  ohijdish  and  primitive  desire  to 
'lick  the  world,’  wo  should  aim  •  at 
waking  our  country  worthy  of  honor 
hy  its  'contributions  to  mankind.”  •
